In tbe second act, he again came forward; the audience 
were allina ferment, and the hisses prevented the piece from going 
on. The manager at length made bis appearance, and with the és- 
sistance of some of bis company, endeavoured to force the cause of 
the riot from the stage. The latter, however, resisted, struck one 
of the actors, a contest ensued, the curtain was let down, the as- 
sistance of the police called in, and eventually, M, Foy was taken 
into custody. Apologies were then made by the manager to the 
audience, and another actor having assumed the part, tbe enter- 
tainments of the evening proceeded without further interruption.

Ac- 
cording to tradition Romeo was a native of Vicenza, and between 
the two cities there yet remain the ruios of a castle said to have 
been that of the Montecchi,\and of a chapel erected by the Cap- 
puletti. The powerfully pathetic point of Julzet’s revival, prior 
to Romeo’s death, was omitted by Shakspeare, though to be found 
in the old Italian tale from which this Drama is derived, and we 
owe its introduction to the good taste of Garrick, who wrote the 
various speeches connected with this touching, and now indispens- 
able circumstance. :
